The nutritional composition according to claim 9, wherein said milk 
protein hydrolysate may be obtained by hydrolyzing a whey protein isolate (WPI) with 
alkalase derived from Racillm Ucheniformw, and trypsin from a porcine pancreas. 

The nutritional composition according to claim 14, which is a 
permeate obtained by further treatment with an ultrafiltration membrane having a 
fractionation molecular weight of 10,000.

high oleic acid-containing oil and milk lecithin and/or soybean lecithin as lipids; and 
palatinosc as a carbohydrate.
